“In One Era..." 


In 1990 Geoff had the idea to 
release his vinyl only albums 
from 1984/85, Psalm Enchanted 
Evening and | May Sing Grace, 
together on one CD, minus the 
tracks, For More than a Day and 
Peacemeal. \t would be sold 
under the title of "In One era...", 
but as you probably noticed this 
did not happen. Well, at the end 
of last year we struck a deal 
with Cyclops records and their 
American brothers Griffin to 
release the CD using Geoff's 
Original ideas and designs. 
Things have moved pretty 
quickly and the album was 
released on 18th April. 


When Geoff had the tapes put 
on DAT in 1990 he did some 
re-mastering, and there has 
been some de-noiseing. The 
Booklet contains some great 
pictures of Geoff from 1984/85. 
Some of you may remember 
them, as they were used in an 
article for a magazine called 
Afterglow, back in '85. All the 
photos are courtesy of our good 
friend, Dr. Mark Hughes, (Ta 
very much Mark!). 


As well as being available from 
me for the usual fee of £10 plus 
£1 ptp, it is also being 
distributed by Pinnacle, so you 
can order it from almost any 
record shop. The catalogue 
number will be CYCL-004. 


Mannerisms 


Although | was expecting 
Mannerisms to be out in the 
early part of 1994, this, as you 
will no doubt have noticed has 
not happened. This is mainly 
because of the difficulty of the 
bands having to fit the 
recordings in between albums, 
tours, holidays, cups of tea and 
in some cases, jobs!

The track list at the moment is 
Slightly different to what | first 
told you.

Ah well, you never know, it may 
get used sometime in the 
future. Anyway the tracks are as 
follows (but not in this order), 
and who knows there may be 
another track!!!
